Hulburt of Chicago, fourth defense 
alienist, who used X-ray pictures 
tu illustrate what he termed vari- 
ous glandular disorders, noung the 
thyroid, pineal, pituitary and 
adrenals. 

Function of Pineal Gland. 

Robert EB. Crowe, State’s Attor- 
ney, upon cross-examination, asked 
Dr. Hurlburt for information as to 
the function of the pineal gland, 
and, told it regulated the balance 
of the other endocrine glands, 
asked if it were not a fact that 
medica) men as a group know 
practically nothing of the function 
of the pineal gland and some ques- 
tion it being a gland at all. He 
received an affirmative reply. 

Crowe sought to impeach the tes- 


timony of the witness by bringing | 


out that the mental pathologist had 
been “too busy” to make some of 
his numerous tests and had relied 
on the words of others. The wit- 
ness testified that he never had in 
“many” murder cases made such 
extensive examinations and tests 
as in the present one. 

Crowe's delving into the endo- 
crine gland theory was cut short 
by the noon recess. It was indi- 
cated that the defense would rest 
its case soon after the completion 
of the testimony of Dr. Hulburt and 
that then the State would begin 
presentation of its rebuttal wit- 
nesses, including four alienists. 
Dr. Hulburt’s Conclusions as to 

Youths’ Mental State. 

Dr. Hulburt testified, under ques- 
tioning by Walter Bachrach of the 
defense, that on the day Bobby 
Franks was kidnaped and mur- 
dered, Nathan Leopold Jr. was 
“mentally diseased;’’ that, due to 
his constitution and habit of life, 
“because he was intellectually 
overdeveloped, his body not well 
balanced nor in a healthy state, 
and his judgment immature, I con- 
clude he was mentally diseased. 

“His emotions were so slight in 
relation to the ordinary things of 
life that in relation to judgment 
they permitted him to act in an 
abnormal way. , 

“These conditions had a great 
effect in causing the homicide; He 
was susceptible to suggestions of 
anything, proper or otherwise, 
from associates. It caused him to 
co-operate with his associate. The 
mental disease would not have 
caused him alone to carry out the 
homicide. It caused him to ignore 
the ordinary restraint that ordl- 
nary individuals impose on them- 
selves because of duty to society. 
It caused him to justify his own 
actions so that he was not critical 
of them. Without this mental dis- 
eased condition he would not have 
committed the homicide, 

“The mental condition of Loeb 
on that date was a direct factor

THOUSANDS CHEER 
HERRIOT IN PARIS

PARIS, Aug. 11.—*"Vive Herriot! 


Vive peace! Put an end to the 
war.” 

With these words from thou- 
Sands of throats thundering in his 
ears, Premier Herriot’ started 
back to London last night to make 
a final agreement with Germany 
for complete evacuation of the 
Ruhr. 

Paria, puzzled iast night by the 
Premier's sudden return from the 
interallied reparation conference 
at London, knows now he had 
come to get the cabinet’s support 
for complete evacuation and that 
President Doumergue and the cab- 
inet had accorded it. Thousands 
were at the Gare St. Lagaire when 
the Premier took the train for 
Calais, to give his program their 
vociferous support. 

“Get our boys out of the Ruhr,” 
a woman cried ag War Minister 
Nollet, who accompanied Herriot 
from London, was caught in the 
enthusiastic crowd that surged 
through the railroad station and 
past helpless police to the train. 

Nollet straightened the derby 
jammed over his eyes by the cheer- 
. ing crowd and smiled. With his 
objections to military evacuation 
beaten by the cabinet, he is on 
his way to London philosophically 
to work out the details of that 
evacuation. 

Before going to the train, Pre- 
mier Herriot made the following 
) statement for the New York World 
and Post-Dispatch: 


“The negotiations which I have 
before me are toe delicate for me 
to risk a real declaration. The 
last indiscretion can lead te in- 
trigue or touch on tender suscepti- 
bilities. I believe the technical 
work is nearly finished and we can 
devote the rest of the weck in 
London to reaching a general and 
complete understanding.”’ 

Herriot is returning to the con- 
ference authorized to agree to mi!i- 
itary evacuation of the Ruhr as 
soon as he believes it desirable. 
He has been commissioned to use

Crowe asked if Dr. Hulburt did 
not think a “smart lawyer or doc- 
tor could have told the boys to tell 
that tale of infantile phantasies 
and that ‘king-slave’ dream,” and 
the witness said he did not think 
so, that the stories told by Loeb 
and Leopold bore all the ear-marks 
of sincerity. “It was all too ;:nat- 
ural to be an attempt to impose 
upon me,” said the doctor. 

“To some extent, yes,”’ the wit- 
ness replied, when Crowe asked 
if it would not be possible for the 
defendants to have béen rehearsed 
in the tales of phantasies and 
dreams. 

Gaps in the Stories. 
Crowe, reading from Dr. Hul- 
burt’s original report, remarked 
that “certain gaps” in the stories 
of Loeb and Leopold had been 
noted, and Dr. Hulburt ddmitted 
that the gaps out might represent 
parts of the stories which, if he had 
heard, would have led him to 4dif- 
ferent conclusions. 
It was “approximately true,” Dr. 
Hurburt admitted, that where he 
had said “it was found legally ad- 
visable not to go into these points” 
the statement “I did not have time” 
would have done better. 
“Regarding your attention to 
Leopold,” said Crowe, “you say he 
was getting too fat and that he re- 
duced by diet. Look in your re- 
port and it says he reduced by hard 
work. Your report and testimony 
do not agree, do theyc” “Yes, they 
do,” replied the witness.

O get the true measure of a man run- 
T sine for office, it is well to go back to 

his record before hé thought of becom- 
ing a candidate. What did John W. Davis 
say about public questions when he was a 
Congressman from. West Virginia, with no 
reason to believe that he would ever be chos- 
en as his party’s nominee for the presidency? 
Does his record in Congress indicate that his 
present -profession of libralism was born of 
the political expediency of the moment, or 
of settled convictions? 

Davis entered the House of Representatives 
from the First West Virginia district in 1911, 
when he Was 38 years old. Considering his 
comparative youth’and the fact that he was 
serving his first term, he made a remark- 
ible impress on the House. His legal train-| 
ing gained him a place on the important 
Judiciary Committee—the committee corre- 
sponding to that of which he had been -chair- 
in the lower House 
of the West. Virginia State Legislature. 

One of the chief issues before Congress 
when Davis became a member was “Gov- 
ernment by injunction.” Here was. an issue 
that Davis, a newcomer, might have dodged 
on the plea that he was not eufficiently 
famMliar swith the problem to take a positive 
Stand. Union labor then, as in later, bloody 
years, was being fought by the great coal 
companies of his native State. He could 
have chosen no better way to ingratiate him- 
self with corporation interests than to side- 
step or resist labor's long-time demand for 
legislation restricting the use of the injunc- 
tion. 


Helped Write Clayton Act. 

Instead, as a member of ‘the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, Davis became an effective champion 
of the demand. He helped to write the bill 
that later became the Clayton Act, and in 
a forceful speech in the House advocated its 
passage. The speech stands out from the 
ruck by reason of its cogency and graceful 
‘phrasing. It is the speech of a scholar as 
well as a lawyer. More important to note, 
for present purposes, is its humanitarianesm. 

Davis bgan by taking issue with a Pennsy!- 
vania Republican who had opposed the bill. 


Calling attention to the fact that the prin- 


‘ciples of the bill had been favored in the 


|platforms of both political parties, he said: 

“I congratulate the Democratic party that 
an opportunity has now come to it to present 
genuine constructive legislation on this moot- 
ed topic and that it is prepared to grasp it 
. Those who do not believe that party 
platforms are mere bait to catch dudgeons 
must feel themselves found, no matter upon 
which side of this House they may sit, to leg- 
-islate upon this subject.”
